Liquor Law Upheld 

Los Angeles.—The validity of a 
penal code section prohibiting sale 
of liquor within prescribed dis- 
tances from veterans’ homes, pris- 
ons, reformatories, the University 
of California and the university 
farm at Davis has been upheld ina 
decisior: rendered by the Superior 
Court. 


Winery Sabotaged 
Selma.—Loss through sabotage 
of 57,000 gallons of wine and mash 
designed to be converted into bran- 
dy was reported by a local winery. 
Valves of tanks containing more 
han 222,000 gallons of finished 
wine and fermenting mash were 
opened by unknown persons and 
allowed to empty during the night. 
Loss was estimated at $42,000. 
CCC To Enroll 8,250 in January 
San Francisco.—California’s Civi- 
lian Conservation Corps will offer 
enrollment to 3,250 men between 17 
and 29 years of age during the first 
two weeks in January, State Enroll- 
ment Director C. C. Jones has an- 
nounced. The full quota is 14,958. 
New Hospital For Tehama 
Red Bluff.—Construction of a 
new $100,000 county hospital was 
assured when the State board of 
equalization authorized this county 
to exceed its budgetary tax limita- 
tions in the sum of $55,000. The 
Works Progress Administration has 
alloted $45,027 for the project. 


For Sales Tax Repeal 
Sacramento.—More than 170,948 
signatures are on file in the Secre- 
tary of State’s office cating for the 
repeal of the State income tax. It 
will require 186,378 signatnres to 
aualify the initiative,for*the ballot 


. “at the next général election. 


Paroles Granted 83 

San Quentin.—Christmas brought 
joy to 83 San Quentin convicts, 
granted paroles by the State board 
of prison terms and paroles. Be- 
cause they had no employment 
awaiting them, about half of the 
recipients were not eligible for im- 
mediate release. 


Vacation Project For Mendocino 

Berkeley.—Options on a_ 6,000- 
acre tract in Mendocino County 
have been acquired by the Federal 
Resettlement Administration for 
development of a new recreational 
area. About 560 men will be em- 
ployed by January 1, erecting 
buildings, constructing trails and 
damming the Little North Fork of 
Big Bear River for swimming and 
boating activities. 


Birth Rate Increases 

Sacramento. — Contrary to the 
trend in most other parts of the na- 
tion, California’s birth rate is on 
the increase. During the first seven 
months of this year, 45,614 births 
were recorded—-the la sest number 
for the corresponding period during 
the past four years. 7.5 per cent of 
the births were in families who 
were on relief. 

Game Law Violator Sentenced 

Weaverville.—Arrested for oper- 
ating a 75-mile trap line for bear 
and other fur bearing animals, us- 
ing spike jawed traps baited with 
deer meat and catching the deer in 
snares, Harry Nonemaker was giv- 
en the choice of a $300 fine or 150 
days in jail. Officers found venison 
baits weighing from five to fifty 
pounds, as well as 65 snares, four 
bear pens and 45 gallons of bear oil. 


River Span Dedicated 
Sacramento.—The $994,000 Tow- 
er Bridge, linking Sacramento and 
Yolo Counties, is now open for traf- 
fic, after dedicatory ceremonies led 
by Governor Frank F. Merriam. 
The bridge has a 200-foot lift span.

New Auto Register 
Dates Open Thursday 


Time to renew automobile reg- 
istration and obtain 1936 plates 
is close at hand for California 
motorists. The renewal period 
opens on January 2. Important 
facts concerning the renewal pro- 
cedure are summarized as fol- 
lows: 

Car owners should be careful 
not to mislay or destroy postcard 
notices that are being mailed by 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 
telling the amount of the new ad- 
ditional fee based on car value. 
These notices should be carefully 
preserved so as to be able to pre- 


sent them in applying for 1936 
plates. 
The new fee is at the rate of 


$1.75 per $100 of valuation and is 
in addition to the regular $3 reg- 
istration fee. 

The deadline for renewal is Jan- 
uary 30, when a delinquent pen- 
alty adding 100 per cent to the 
new fee, doubling it, becomes ef- 
fective. 

Registration certificates for 
1935, stamped by the assessor to 
show current personal property 
tax payment, must be pre- 
sented when applying for renewal 
of registration. These taxes will 
herefater be replaced by the 
additional license fee. 

Any change of address should 
noted on the certificate. When 
the legal owner is being released 
when there is a transfer of 
ownership, the ownership certifi- 
cate as well as registration certi- 
ficate must presented.
